Post-Dispatch readers will note, in today’s news columns, the 
total amount received to date for the Christmas Festival, to be 
held at the Colisoum, and for the Christmas dinner to be sent 
to the invalid poor at their homes on Christmas day. 

Last year the total cost of the festival, including the dinner at 
the Coliseum, with its entertainment, Christmas tree, toys, etc., 
and for the 1500 baskets, each containing a substantial and tasty 
Christmas dinner, that were sent to the invalid sick at their 
homes, was $4368.23. The contributions to up and including Sun- 
day were about $3200. 

On account of the increased cost of all supplies this year, and 
the additional cost of work that had to be done in preparing 
the Exposition and the Coliseum for the Christmas Festival, 
the committees in charge of the festival cannot expect to reduce 
the total cost below that of last year. Ample provision must be 
made, not only for the dinners, festivities and gifts at the Ex- 
position building, but for the hundreds of baskets to be sent to 
the homes of those who cannot be present in person and who 
would otherwise have a cheerless day in their poor homes and 
tenements. 

Magnificent efforts have been made by the citizens and ladies 
who are interested in the festival; the ladies’ committees es- 
pecially, and the children who have contributed, have done and 
are doing, excellent work. 

But the sum that will be required, in order to carry out all the 

plans that have been decided upon is not yet in the hands of the 
treasurer of the fuad. The Post-Dispatch believes that it -will 
be raised There must be no disappointment. Every man, wom- 
an and child m St. Louls not otherwise provided for must be 
given Christmas cheer as promised. 
In order to make sure of «lis, those who have lists to fill out 
shoula attend te the matter at once; those who wish to give 
should do so promptly.

The suggestion made by the Civic Improvement League that 
the city ordinance relative to the width of tires on vehicles be 
more rigidly enforced should be acted upon.

| Patrick Benson’s Sudden De- 


mise to Be Investigated. 


AWAY FROM HOME FIVE DAYS 


AFTER HIS RETURN HE BECAME 
VIOLENTLY ILL. 


Acquaintance Thus Far Seen Say He 
Was Seen in Saloons and Else- 
where, but Do Not Explain 


His Taking Oft. 


Patrick J. Benson, a oontractor and 
plasterer, died at 4 o'clock this morning 
after an illness of a few hours. The symp- 
toms accompanying his illness were so un- 
natural as to arcusge the suspicion of his 
son Joseph, with whom he lived at 3723 
Evans avenue, and an investigation was 
immediately inaugurated. 

Benson was about ‘62 yeare old, and was 
reported very weil-to-do, He left his home 
Tuesday before last and was not seen by 
any of his relatives from that time until 
last night, when he returned home about 
10 o'clock. A short while afterward groans 
were heard emanating from his room. 

When members of his family went to bis 
assistance the old man was suffering from 
violent vomiting spells, which continued 
for hours. However, the son did nut con- 
sider the sickness cf sufficient gravity to 
call a physician whtil 4 o’clock this morning, 
when Benson was seized with another 
paroxyisin. 

)} Young Benson then hastened for q doctor, 

but when he returned with Dr. R. A. 
Vaughan of 409 Page avenue his father was 
dead. Hie wus dead when Joseph Benson 
left the house, but the physician stated 
as his opinion, from the reports given him 
by members of the family, that the old 
man died with every syinptom of poison- 
ing. Joseph immediately scught Night 
Chief of Police Gillaspy and told him his 
suspicions. 

When Benson left home two Hecke ago, 
Joseph said, he had a sum of meney, two 
gold rings and a gold watch and chain. 
When he returned all of these were gone. 
His fingers were stripped of their adorn- 
ments @nd his timepiece was missing. 
Joseph declared that he was positive his 
father was ‘“‘dopéed"’ during a period of hard 
drinking, and had then becn robbed. 


’ SPENT MONEY FREELY. 

Detective John McGrath found Lizzie 
Brennan, with whom Benson is said to have 
been well acquainted, at 86 North Fif- 
teenth street, but she declared that she 
had not seen the old man for a week and 
was expecting him to call today. She is 
addicted to the use of morphine, and says 
that Benson has spent a large sum of 
money with a Morgan street physician in 
the effort to break her of the habit. 

Benson was seen in a number of places 
during bis absence from home... At each 
place, all of them were barrooms, he is 
said to have been drinking very heavily. 
Last Friday he Borrowed $% from a friend 
on Twelfth strest and Washington ave- 
nue, and the police incline to the belief 
that the old mun had squandered what 
money he hal when he left home and bor- 
rowed money or his valuables. His bank- 
book cannot he found and it is said that he 
had a snug sum deposited with a trust 
company. 

Benson was last seen by his acquaint- 
ances on Saturday nigtt in Theo Hemmel- 
man’s suloon at Fifteenth and Morgan 
streets, Where he is said to have imbibed 
heavily, When he returned home last night, 
his son says, it was evident that he had 
been drinking. No inquires were made 
regarding his absence, however. 

Juseph Benson says he will push the in- 
vestigation to the end, and he expects a 
post-m wtem ceXamination to be held today 
to determine whether or not the father came 
to his death through the instrumentality 
poison. 

Benson's other son, George, who is a bar- 
tender at the Standard Theater, told the 
police that his father had suffered from 
heart trouble, and he believed this was‘the 
cause of death. 

There was a rumor that Benson had 
drawn $2100 from a bank while he was 
away from home, but this could not be 
corroborated, is his bank book is missing. 
He was well known to the building trades 
and, was also somewhat active in politics.
